As the contract is now closed, and I believe in 
a satisfactory way t<> Innh parties, it affords me 
pleasure to say to you. that if the Association 
meets its engagements with me on the first ol 
January 1*59, and thinks proper to pay, and doe- 
pay the other deferred in«t«lments on or before 
the a-j.j day ot IHr..«r imv* mau inform me 
they w ill proW»lv be both w illing and able to do, 
it is my intention, in that c «se to remit to the As- 
sociation all the interests on a'l the deferred pay- 
ments. 

1 his ! sbeXI be willing to do, partly as an in 
docement hi the Association to obtain possession

Is it not 
under the double jurisdiction of a local police 
and municipal magistracy, and the Congress of 
the Union? Is there no influence for good in 
the character and example of the people's chosen 
representatives, to repress the spirit of discord 
and disorder? Such an exhibition is a disgrace 
to the nation, and it is. indeed time the nation- 
al 'egislature was taking the matter in hand. It 
is to be hoped that it w ill not be suffered to rest 
till some efficient plan is adopted to cleanse the 
cityof its vice and rowdvism.
